The article continued to reiterate 
how army experts were at a loss to 
figure the reason for the large percent­ 
age of sickness.

now* com es to their rescue. 
“If you could only get a line on the 
grub they give you when you are in 
the hospital in the army you wouldn’t 
wonder why it is that many of the 
men are sick,” 
said 
Mr. 
Garrison

Tuesday morning. 
“The regular diet of 
the 
soldier 
while in training becomes monotonous, 
and many of the men go to the hos­ 
pital, not for treatm ent for an illness, 
but for a change of menu. 
“The pay of the 
men 
continues 
while they are on the sick list, and 
they receive the best of care, while 
they are excluded from doing any of 
the ‘heavy,* ” said Mr. Garrison. 
Mr. Garrison has tramped over ev­ 
ery foot of the Philippines, and sev­ 
eral tim es since coming to Sedalia 
has whipped an army of natives, sin­ 
gle handed, and there is not the least 
doubt but when the head of the war 
department learns that he has solved 
the question which has been bothering 
the experts Mr. Garrison will be se­ 
lected to head the list of government 
investigators.

office. W hat does 
he 
w ant—to de­ 
stroy the republican parly altogeth­ 
er? 
Listen to

w hether you think him crazy or just 
bent on putting

because he 
never hopes to run for 
office again, 
and, like Samson, would

He de­ 
clared the party of differences of 1912 
had disappeared, and urged republi­ 
cans, instead of attacking Wilson, to 
present affirmative issues as to why 
the republican party should 
be re­ 
stored to power. 
“Preparedness is the big issue in 
this campaign,** he said. 
“Prepared­ 
ness for certainties 
first, 
and 
for 
eventualities second. Under this lat­ 
ter classification 
is included e v e r y ­ 
thing pertaining to business. 
“We will need 1,000 more ships to 
take the places of those withdrawn 
from our trade. 
Unless we have a 
merchant marine we 
will 
be at a 
great disadvantage, and we will need

ment. 
“The business 
man 
should tpke 
more interest in politics. In the past 
the two big parties

vied with 
each other to see which could attack 
business the harder. This is the fault 
of the business men for not letting 
their needs be made known.

ness. There isn’t a farmer who does 
not know* that his crops are worth­ 
less unless they 
can 
be marketed. 
There is no laboring man wTho does

the wheels of 
business cease to turn he is walking

“If the business men will * run a 
campaign under the motto, ‘That the 
people may know,* there will be no 
more trouble along this line. I w*ould 
like to see 
100,090 
republican busi­ 
ness men and as 
many democratic 
business men parade the 
streets in 
Chicago and St. Louis, not in the in­ 
terest of individual 
candidates, but 
as evidence of business and activity,

“the most unjust war ever waged by 
a powerful nation against a weaker 
one.’” 
It is to be said for Uncle Samuel, 
however, that he 
had 
been patient 
and long-suffering 
in 
his relations 
with his turbulent neighbors. Mexico 
had been embroiled in civil war from 
I he beginning of the republic in 1824. 
Most of Mexico’s statesmen and mili­ 
tary leaders were unscrupulous, and 
they had not hesitated 
to replenish 
their empty 
coffers 
by 
plundering 
American ships in the Gulf of Mexi­ 
co and confiscating the property and 
goods of American who had settled 
in Mexico. The claims of Americans 
against Mexico amounted to $6,000,- 
000 at the outbreak of the war. 
The annexation 
of 
Texas to the 
United States 
was 
the 
immediate 
cause of the rupture between the two 
countries. The Texans had vanquish­ 
ed their Mexican masters and set up 
•rn 
independent 
government 
which 
had won recognition from Great Brit- 
ain and France 
as 
well 
as by tho 
United States. The Mexicans honed 
to conquer their 
lost 
province, but 
this dream 
was 
blasted 
when 
the 
Lone Star state w*as admitted to the 
Union. 
In 1845 President 
Polk 
sent 
an 
army under General Zachary Taylor 
to protect the Texas-American bor­ 
der, and early the following year he 
encamped 
near 
the 
Rio 
Grande. 
President H errera sought to prevent 
war, but the 
Mexicans 
were eager 
for conflict and elected General Pa­ 
rades to the presidency.

hicf executive sent ^General Ampu- 
dia with a large force to drive the

lla sent an ultimatum to Taylor, giv-

have increased the efficiency of their 
operation.

larger trainloads than have the rail­ 
roads, because, rates have been stead­ 
ily reduced 
and 
wages

steadily increased while the net re­ 
turn on the capital invested to make 
the improvement possible 
has 
been 
diminished. 
It is declared that “railroads are 
loading their locomotives with every 
car that they can possibly pull” and 
that “cars containing merchandise are 
held 
up 
at 
terminal 
points 
until [ 
enough other cars show up at that I 
terminal 
point* to make up a long I 
train.” 
But the trains that take the longest 
time to run between terminals are not j 
the longest and heaviest trains, but j 
the way-freight s which stop at every I 
local station to deliver 
or 
receive 
freight, and which consume so much 
time because of the number of stops. 
Many of them are very lightly loaded. 
The only effect of the application of 
Hie basic eight-hour law to this ser­ 
vice would be to increase the pay of 
the employes in this class of service, 
who are now paid the highest wages 
of any in freight service because their 
work is arduous and their hours long. 
The statem ent of the brotherhoods 
refers 
especially 
to 
merchandise 
freight, which, it says, is held up at 
terminals in order to make up long 
trains. 
The fact is that merchandise 
cars are not held at 
terminals 
for 
tonnage and are not moved in “drag” 
freights, but go forward 
in 
“time” 
freight trains on 
regular 
schedules 
which are rigidly 
adhered 
to, 
and 
which are usually adjusted after con­ 
ferences with the commercial inter­ 
ests. 
The only freight trains whose speed 
might be increased by reducing the 
tonnage are a part of those in through 
freight service. 
Many of these trains 
now* run at a speed of 12 ^ miles an 
hour or even faster. 
As the train 
employes are paid by the trip they 
would like to have the speed of all 
trains increased to 12Va miles an hour 
so that they could earn a day’s pay in 
less time. 
But, a speed equal to this 
is not maintained on all trains be­ 
cause economic and commercial condi­ 
tions have made it necessary for the 
railroads 
to 
classify 
their 
traffic., 
Some commodities, such as livestock, 
dressed meats and fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, are highly perishable and require 
fast movement. 
They are also, like 
some other art icles, such as dry goods, 
so valuable that shippers can better 
afford to pay high rates for having 
them moved on fast schedules than to 
have them moved slow ly at low* rates. 
Especially valuable or perishable arti­ 
cles are frequently shipped by express, 
on passenger trains, at rates higher 
than are charged for freight. 
On the other hand, such commodi­ 
ties as lumber, coal and sand do not 
require rapid movement and on ac­ 
count of their relatively 
low value 
per ton can not stand high rates. The
